BIDDING  AT  AUCTION 

THE  HIGHEST  BIDDER  wins  each  lot.  SALES  TO  THE  FLOOR  ARE  FINAL.  Bidding  will  begin  slightly  above 
the  second  highest  mail  bid.  If  the  auctioneer  recognizes  no  other  bids  from  the  floor,  the  highest  mail 
bidder  is  awarded  the  lot  at  the  opening  bid.  If  bidding  proceeds  from  the  floor,  MclNTIRE  NUMISMATIC

MAIL  BIDDING  INSTRUCTIONS 


Bidding  by  mail  is  an  enjoyable  and  interesting  experience.  It  can  also  be  very  rewarding  if  you  are  a 
successful  bidder.  We  have  been  long  time  mail  bidders  and  over  the  years  have  developed  some  guide¬ 
lines  that  may  be  used  to  both  the  experienced  bidder  and  “rookie”  alike. 

1.  READ  THE  TERMS  OF  SALE  in  front  of  the  catalog.  These  terms  spell  out  the  legal  obligation  your 
incur  when  you  submit  a  bid  sheet. 

2.  FOLLOW  THE  TERMS  OF  SALE.  If  you  have  not  established  credit,  send  your  references  and/or  a 
25%  deposit. 

3.  MAIL  YOUR  BID  SHEET  EARLY.  That  allows  us  time  to  check  your  references  and  to  insure  that  your 
bids  will  be  entered.  We  recommend  that  you  mail  your  bid  sheet  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  this  date  as 
mail  delivery  is  sometimes  uncertain. 

4.  DO  NOT  BID  MORE  FOR  A  LOT  THAN  YOU  WANT  TO  PAY  because  you  are  legally  bound  to  pay  for  the 
lots  awarded  to  you.  A  10%  buyer’s  charge  will  be  added  to  the  final  bid  for  each  lot. 

5.  REMEMBER  AUCTION  INVOICES  ARE  DUE  UPON  RECEIPT.  Be  prepared  to  pay  in  full  for  all  of  your 
successful  bids. 

Now  that  we've  stressed  the  important  things  in  the  eyes  of  Mclntire  Numismatic  Auctions,  let  us  offer 
some  other  suggestions  to  help  you  prepare  your  bid. 

Read  through  the  catalog  with  a  sheet  of  paper  at  hand,  listing  and  making  notes  on  those  lots  of  interest 
to  you.  You  then  can  use  this  work  sheet  to  research  the  coins,  determine  their  market  price,  and  decide 
upon  your  bid. 

It  usually  takes  a  realistic  bid 
within  current  market  ranges  to  be  successful.  There  is  no  harm  in  bargain  hunting  but  the  chance  of 
winning  coins  is  greatly  reduced.  If  you  want  or  need  a  particular  lot,  recognize  current  market  values 
and  bid  accordingly. 

If  you  have  questions  about  estimated  values  we  are  as  near  as  the  telephone.  Please  call  us.  Now  that 
you  have  determined  your  bids,  complete  the  information  sections  of  the  MAIL  BID  SHEET.  Be  certain  to 
include  your  phone  numbers.  We  can  then  call  you  if  there  is  any  questions  about  a  bid. 

LIST  YOUR  REFERENCES. 

Enter  your  bids.  Keeping  them  in  numerical  order  helps  us. 

Sign  your  bid  sheet.  Without  your  signature  we  cannot  enter  your  bids. 

Check  your  bid  sheet  carefully.  We  are  not  responsible  for  your  errors. 

If  you  wish  to  limit  your  total  expenditure,  please  write  MAXIMUM  EXPENDITURE  $ _ and 

the  amount  at  the  top  of  your  bid  sheet.  You  can  then  submit  bids  for  amounts  up  to  four  times  the 
amount  of  the  maximum  expenditure.  This  is  a  personal  service  and  a  Mclntire  customer  representative 
will  personally  attend  to  your  bid  sheet  by  bidding  from  the  auction  floor,  buying  lots  for  your  account 
until  your  authorized  expenditure  is  reached.  While  we  will  do  our  best  efforts  in  your  behalf,  due  to  the 
speed  of  the  auction  sale  and  the  sometimes  crowded  conditions,  we  cannot  be  responsible  for  failure  to 
execute  such  a  bid  properly.

Grading 


The  U.S.  coins  in  this  sale  are  all  graded  in  accordance  with  the  standards  established  in  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  Grading  Guide.  .The  quantitative,  numerical  grade  is  used  in  conjuction  with  the 
traditional  letter  grade  in  order  to  best  describe  the  condition  of  the  coin.

Grading,  however,  is  not  a  science.  The  grades  herein  represent  our  best,  experienced  opinion  and  it  is 
possible  that  two  people  will  not  always  grade  the  same  item  alike.  Your  examination  should  be  the  basis 
upon  which  you  ultimately  determine  an  item’s  value.  After  all,  in  any  sale,  any  item’s  value  is  solely 
determined  by  its  price. 

Coins  graded  by  ANACS  are  catalogued  at  these  assigned  grades. 


This  catalog  Mclntire  Numismatic  Auctions  will  use  the  MS-64  designation  for  some  dollars  and  other 
U.S.  Coins.  While  we  subscribe  to  and  continue  to  use  the  Official  ANA  Grading  Standards  for  United 
States  Coins  as  the  basis  for  all  of  our  grading,  we  have  chosen  to  use  MS-64  primarily  for  the  benefit 
of  the  mail  bidder  who  has  not  had  the  opportunity  to  personally  view  the  lots  prior  to  the  sale. 

As  we  all  know,  and  accept,  MS-64  coins  are  MS-63  by  the  ANA  standards.  However,  the  market-place 
places  a  premium  over  and  above  MS-63  prices  for  those  ‘‘borderline’’  or  “almost  full  MS-65”  coins. 
Without  the  MS-64  designation  we  would  be  faced  with  stretching  the  grade  to  full  MS-65  and  having  the 
coin  sell  somewhere  between  the  MS-63  and  MS-65  price.  While  that  in  between  price  is  probably  the 
market,  it  makes  auction  records  and  the  prices  realized  appear  distorted.  Similarly,  if  we  reduced  the 
grade  on  these  “almost  MS-65"  pieces  to  MS-63,  the  mail  bidder,  whose  business  we  highly  value,  is  at  a 
definite  disadvantage  with  those  who  are  able  to  inspect  the  lots.  For  these  reasons,  we  at  Mclntire 
Numismatic  Auctions  have  chosen  to  use  the  MS-64  designation. 


GRADING  OF  U.S.  CURRENCY 


FAIR  — Discernible  as  to  type. 

G  —  Heavy  soiling.  May  have  tears.  Worn  design. 

VG  —  Exhibits  much  wear,  but  completely  intact. 

F  —  Well  circulated,  but  no  tears.  Usually  has  three  or  more  folds.  May  be  heavily  soiled  in 

places. 

VF  —  Retains  much  original  brightness  but  obvious  breaks  in  ink  at  folds.  Moderate  to  light  soil¬ 

ing. 

EF  —  Obvious  signs  of  circulation,  obvious  golds  but  not  ink  breaks.  Moderate  to  light  soiling. 

AU  —  Trace  of  folds,  obvious  surface  wrinkles.  Choice  examples  may  border  on  CU  and  display 

circulation  crease  when  viewed  by  reflected  light  or  corner  folds. 

CU  NOTE  —  Uncirculated,  but  may  have  light  fading,  natural  surface  wrinkles,  hint  of  teller's  counting 
crease,  or  pinhole.  Choice  or  Gem  depending  upon  centering,  crispness  and  color.
